"> The Executive Temperance Committee, | 
of the Albany Post Office, must be strong in| 
funds and hands; and were we to judge, we 
should say they were illy applied, even if 
they had the effect, which they have not, of 
reforming the drunkard. 

Week before last, this city was flooded 
with TEMPERANCE PAPERS, distrib- 
uted by one Baown, as we understand, a 
printer in Mr. Gales’ printing Office. 

From what we saw—enough to reach 
from one house to another, throughout the 
city, taking the pavements—generally six 
to eight thrown at every door. We 
received ours through the mail! This is 
not all—we understand it is not only the 
case throaghout the country, but that every 
Post Office in the Union is filled with them, 
where they lie in piles a useless druge—' 
and finally, used for wraping paper. These 
are printed in Albany, and franked through 
that Post Office, as we are told, to every 
Post Office in the Union. 

. Besides these, the mails have been load- 
ed with temperance pamphlets, during the 
sitting of Congress. These pamphlets con- 
tain from 30 to 112 pages; these last, seem 
to be printed at different places, and con- 
tain what is called temperance reports. 

From the number we receive, as samples 
from oar friends—pious newspapers and 
slavery pamphiets included, the cost of 
priating and paper, cannot cost much short 
of a million of dollars, per annum!!! What 
purpose does this waste of money and time 
serve? None that is useful or moral. Not 
one im a thousand are read—they are count- 
wd-eathe roryvettrasts OF the atrepts, 

If these temperance papers had the e1- 
fect they are pretended to have, viz: reform 
the drunkard, it would be a praise-worthy 
undertaking. But this is not the intention. 
The fact that drunkards are not reformed, 
is proof of this. They have increased 
vide police courts, and the increase of 
crime and pauperism, from drunkenness a- 
Jone, is proof. Themen who are at the 
head of the plan, (Church and State men,) 
is a proof that they have but one object in 
view—their own advancement and the pros- 
tration of their fellow men. Every act of 
those temperance men, is but an improve- 
ment upon all their money-getting, power- 
getting schemes. From two to three mil- 
lion of this Recorder, and the same of the 
Intelligencer, a similar paper, is spread 
throughout the,country—this costs a_start- 
ling sum.
